The machines will by now have at 
tained ‘a height of over 13,000£t., so 
that they will be {naudible td those 
on the ground ‘and will appear, if. at 
all, as specks in the sky. The Terai, 
though seamed with foothills and 
ravines, can hardly be termed moun- 
tainous, but still farther north of it 
the aircraft will fly over the real 
Nepal. Here is a well-ordered land 
of green mountains, rapidly increas- 
ing in height and grandeur, but 
separated by wide fertile valleys full 
of terraced luxuriant rice fields, 
The hillsides, at firat matted with 
rhododendrons and subtropical 
growths, soon clothe themselves with | 
ilex, pine, and finally with birch.
